Bryan, already a local freight 
i division of the I. & G. N., seems 
to he favorably located for a divi­ 
sion for all freight trains when the 
new fourteen hour law goes into 
effect this fall. 
The distance from 
Houston to Ft. Worth is within 
three and a fraction miles of three 
hundred miles; from Houston to 
Bryan is one hundred and one and 
a fraction miles; from Bryan to 
Waco about loo and from Waco to 
Ft. Worth about roo, making those 
four 
points the 
practical 
and 
feasible freight 
division 
points. 
This arrangement would leave the 
passenger divisions at Houston, 
Mart and Ft. W orth as at present, 
and put the freight diviskfns at 
Houston, Bryan, Waco and Ft. 
Worth. 
The I. & G. N. has ample and 
valuable property holdings in the j 
southern part of town, together 
with a good turn table aud water 
supply already provided. 
Present 
arrangements cannot be maintained 
under the new law, and the divi­ 
sion facilities here could probably 
be increased to the necessary cap­ 
acity at less expense and trouble 
than at any other point. 
Bryan is; 
also a favorably regarded point for I 
the residence of the employes of i 
the road. 
As the Bagle sees it, there is no 
cinch that Bryan will, get it, Nav­ 
asota and Valley being within the 
possibilities, but we believe Bryan 
has away yonder the best chance!
